ister from Denmark, in the reception 
room of the State department. 


No signature of witnesses were at- 


tached to the treaty. The only per-

and Minister Brim was Eddie Savoy, 
the veteran colored messenger at the 
Mate department, who held the can- 
dle used in affixing the seal. 


The treaty will be sent to the Sen- j 


ate Monday by the President, where 
speedy ratification is expected. It is 
understood that there will be no ob- 
jections on the part of the minority 
party in the Senate to the consumma- 
tion of the convention. 


Copenhagen, Jan. 24.—The sale of 


the Danish West Indies to the Unite:! 
States is considered in official circles 
a* good as consummated.

Marooiil Toll* How They Caa B* 


Made Perfectly Kxrluitve. 


Garretl 1'. Sonlis, tho 


writer on wlentillc subjects, 1ms Just 
Interviewed Gugllelmo Mnrcoui on the 
worldwide important subject of wire- 
less telegraphy for the New York Jour- 
nal. Hero is that part ot their conver- 
sation, in which Marconi explains how 
the transmission of message's can be 
made exclusive, so that no one can 
pick them up or read them: 


"When your Mgnnlq were, sent across 


the Atlantic, did they go in the air or 
through the earth or how?" 


"They went through the ether."" 
'•Yes, I understand. And the other

practically are there not resistances, 
etc., which would make tho waves 
choose some particular path in prefer- 
ence to others?" 


"Yes, and I think the waves followed

sages exclusive, so that anybody might 
not pick them up and read them in 
their flight, what is to be said?" 


•"They can be made perfectly exclu- 


sive," he replied, "by having the trans- 
mitters and receivers tuned in unison. 
Then only the- pro.nerj^y tuned receiver 
can take the messages, and all other 
receivers would get nothing." 


"Yes, 
I understand. But how great 


a range is there at your disposal in 
tuning the instruments? 
Can you 


make, let us say for the sake of illus- 
tration, as great a variety of tuned 
transmitters atid receivers responding 
only to one another as a manufacturer 
of Yale locks can make of Jocks that 
will open only to their proper keys?" 


"Well, I cannot say just how great 


the range is, but it would seem to be 
very great because we have millions 
of vibrations to choose from, and, even 
if it were necessary to have 1,000 vi- 
brations cov'ering the field of each set 
of instruments, yet with millions to se- 
lect from thousands of such sets, each 
independent of all the others, could be 
made. Suppose, for instance, we had 
10,000,000 vibrations available and we 
allotted them in sets of 1,000 to differ- 
ent instruments, then we could make 
10,000 independent sets of instru 
ments." 


"It would be a very lucky stroke," 1 


remarked, "for any one who wanted to 
steal a message to hit upon the proper 
combination."

Let one imagine himself standing 


on the western terrace of the Capitol 
on a summer afternoon. 
At the foot 


of the extended grounds great foun- 
tains toss clouds oi refreshing spray 
into the heated atmosphere. From, the 
foot of the Capitol hill to and up the 
monument slope, a mile and a half 
distant, 
two lines of stately elms 


march majestically in columns ot 
fours one column on each side of a 
carpet of greensward three hundred 
feet wide. Buildings of white marble 
gleam behind rows of elms; where 
the streets cross the Mall great bands 
of light He across the stretches of 
tree-shadow; 
carriages 
and 
riders 


pass and repass on the roadway half 
covered by the grateful shade, while 
pedestrians linger under the wide- 
spread trees. Thus, by a simple de- 
vice of planting, 
the monument is 


brought into the vista of the Capitol. 


Or suppose that the observer stands 


at the monument, with his gaze still 
directed to the getting sun.

One Seeks' the Establishment of a 


State Board of Osteopathy and An* 
other Licenses Barber*, — Buckeye 
Dairymen's Convention—Live X 
Notes of the State. 
Columbus, Jan. 24.—In the house 


Mr. Brcwn of Paulding introduced a 
bill regulating the practice of osteo- 
pathy. The measure provides for the 
establishment of a state board of o&te- 
opathic registration and examination, 
v, hich bhalf consist of five persons, ap- 
pointed by the governor. Each mem- 
ber of the board must be a graduate 
of a reputable school of osteopathy, 
and must have been engaged in the 
practice two years cr more. The board 
shall meet in the city 'of Columbus 
twice a year. All persons practicing 
osteopathy in Ohio must pass a satis- 
factory examination before the board, 
for which $25 fee shall be charged. 
Osteopathies pfrjsicians are required to 
obseive and are to be under the con- 
trol of the state and municipal regula- 
uons relating to the control of conta- 
gious diseases, the reporting and cer- 
tifying of births and deaths and all 
ouier matters pertaining to public 
health. 
Certificates to practice must 


be recorded with probate judges, for 
which a fee of $1 is to be charged. 


Other bills introduced were: To 


require Interurban railways to equip 
passenger cars with, sanitary Conven- 
iences; increasing tax and regulating: 
sale of oleomargerme; to give those 
who furnish provender for domestic 
animals, a lien on such animals to se- 
cure payment for feed and services; 
tc give attorneys at law lien on dam- 
ages, judgments or collections obtain- 
ed to secure payment of fees; to make 
the laws of other states and foreign 
countries applicable in Ohio, in cases 
where damage is claimed for injury re- 
sulting in death; to create a state 
board of examiners for barbers of the 
large cities; to permit small towns to 
collect bicycle licenses.

John .Mitchell and Secretary-Treasurer 
W. B. Wilson completed exonerated 
the two officers of the charges that 
they misrepresented to the miners the 
extent of ex-Secretary Pearce's finan- 
cial errors, and that the facts con- 
cerning Pearce's act were withheld. 
The report was received and adopted 
by the convention with cheers. 


The convention sat down hard on a 


socialistic resolution to the effect that 
a political party should be organized 
having for its purpose the welfare of 
the laboring people of the country iu 
''fighting for government ownership." 
Almost the entire time of the session 
was taken up with the work of con- 
sidering the report of the credentials 
committee and the correcting of tech- 
nical errors and misunderstandings as 
to the right of certain locals to be rep- 
resented in the convention body. 


Members of the scale committee 


state that the miners outside of 
Penn-sylvania.Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
will make no attempt at this conven- 
tion to break into the interstate agree- 
ment. which is binding between the 
operators and miners of these four 
states. Iowa tried to get in last year, 
but President Reese of that state, who 
is also chairman of the scale commit- 
tee. said that Iowa and other states 
will wait until next year, when the 
miners hope to be in a position to set 
recognition from more operators. By 
the action of the last national conven- 
tion Virginia and West Virginia were 
to have been included in this year's 
joint conference, but Reese and others 
say now that they do not expect any 
operators from these states to attend. 


It is also conceded by the miners' 


officials that the movement to get the 
operators of Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia to meet them in this city is al- 
most 'a failure, although it is contend- 
ed that the work of the organization 
is advancing satisfactorily in both 
states. The scale committee had an- 
other meeting but will not be ready to 
report before Saturday, and maybe 
not until middle of next week. Pres- 
ident Van Horn of Indiana indicated 
that the miners of this state will de- 
mand an increase of more than 1.0 
cents a ton. but no agreement had
